San Francisco Produce Exchange after the adoption 
of these By-Laws and desiring to become a member 
of this Corporation, shall be voted for by the Directors 
of this Corporation j and a favorable vote of two-thirds 
of the Board of Directors shall be necessary to elect 
him.

AUTHORIZING ASSESSMENTS.
